1. READ INSTRUCTIONS 

All the safety and operating instructions should be read before the unit is operated. 

2. RETAIN INSTRUCTIONS 

The safety and operating instructions should be retained for future reference. 

3. HEED WARNINGS 

All warnings on the unit and in the operating instructions should be adhered to. 

4. FOLLOW INSTRUCTIONS 

All operating and use instructions should be followed. 

5. CLEANING 

Unplug this unit fronn the wall outlet before cleaning. Do not use liquid cleaners or aerosol cleaners. 
Use a damp cloth for cleaning the exterior cabinet only. 

6. ATTACHMENTS

CONDENSATION 

Moisture will form in the operating section of the player if the player is brought from cool surroundings 
into a warm room or if the temperature of the room rises suddenly. When this happens, player's 
performance will be impaired. 

To prevent this, let the player stand in its new surroundings for about an hour before switching it on, or 
make sure that the room temperature rises gradually. 

Condensation may also form during the summer if the player is exposed to the breeze from an air 
conditioner. In such cases, change the location of the player.

• Operating the TV/DVD for a long time with the engine of your car stopped can run down your car's battery. 

• Never leave the TV/DVD in areas exposed to temperature extremes or strong direct sunlight. Leaving it in a 
closed car, in direct sunlight, near a heater, etc. can cause deformation of the case. Using this product in 
areas that are colder than 5°C (41 °F) or hotter than 40°C (104°F) can result in poor image quality 

• Never use benzene or other chemical agents for cleaning. 

Chemicals can damage the case and remove markings. Use a soft cloth moistened with a weak solution of 
water and mild neutral detergent. Wring out all excess moisture from the cloth before wiping. 

• Never drop the TV/DVD or otherwise subject it to strong impact.

DVD 

A high-density optical disc on which high-quality pictures and sound 
have been digitally recorded. DVD incorporates new video compres- 
sion technology (MPEG II) and high-density recording technology 
which allow entire movies to be recorded with incredible playback 
quality. 

Playback Control 

With Video CD (version 2.0), scenes or information may be selected 
for viewing or listening from an interactive menu that appears on the 
TV screen. 
Subtitles 

Written dialogue which appears at the bottom of the screen. 
Time Number 

The elapsed play time from the start of a disc or title. Use to quickly 
find scenes. (IVlay not work with some discs.) 
Title Number 

For DVD discs with two or more titles, the title is numbered as title 1 , 
title 2, etc. 
Track Number 

Numbers assigned to tracks on Video CDs and CDs to allow specific 
tracks to be quickly located. 
Video CD 

CD containing picture and sound with same quality level as video 
tape. This unit also supports Video CDs with playback control (ver- 
sion 2.0).

BATTERY INSTALLATION

Captions: This Closed Caption Mode wili display text on the 
screen in English or another language (depending on the set- 
ting of the Ciosed Captions CH 1/2). 
Generally, Closed Captions in English are transmitted on Cap- 
tions Channel 1 and Closed Captions in other languages are 
transmitted on Captions Channel 2. 

The Captions will appear in places on the screen where they will 
least interfere with the picture, usually on the bottom of the screen.

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Reception disturbances 



Most types of television interference can be remedied by adjusting the hieiglit and position of the VIHF/UI-IF 
antenna. Outdoor antennas are recommended for best results. The most common types of television 
interference are shown below. If one of these symptoms appear when the TV/DVD is connected to a Cable 
TV system, the disturbance may be caused by the local Cable TV company broadcast. 



IGNITION 

Black spots or horizontal streaks may appear, the picture may flutter or 
drift. Usually caused by interference from automobile ignition systems, 
neon lamps or AC powered tools and appliances such as drills or hair 
dryers. 



GHOSTS 

Ghosts are caused by the television signal following two paths. One is 
the direct path and the other is reflected by tall buildings, hills or other 
large objects. Changing the direction or position of the antenna may 
improve the reception. 




SNOW 

If the TV/DVD is located far from the TV station, in a fringe reception 
area where the signal is weak, small dots may appear in the picture. 
If the signal is extremely weak, the installation of a larger external 
antenna may be necessary. 



RADIO FREQUENCY INTERFERENCE (RFI) 

Caused by two-way radios, this type of interference produces moving 
ripples or diagonal streaks in the picture. Some cases may cause a 
loss of contrast in the picture. Changing the direction and position of 
the antenna or installing an RFI filter may improve the picture. 



PICTURE SIZE VARIATION 

A slight picture size variation is normal when you adjust the CONTRAST 
or BRIGHTNESS settings.
